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Buffalo, Sept 16.— The remains ot 
the late president ot the United States 
w<'re placed on a special funeral tiam 
at 8:30 a. m.. and the Journey to 
WaahlBCtOB begun. The exercises In 
cldent to the depart uro wcii' aiipro- 
priate and impressive. Myriads rev 
%r«Btly dliplarad their respect to the 
memory of the martyrr d chief execu- 
tive this morning and all day Siindav. 
The features of the Salibath were th > 
funeral services at the Milburn home 
and later the viewing of the remains 
by the populace, the body during the 
afternoon lying In state at the citv 
hall. 

Long bpfore t'lo tlmp sot for the 
funeral servues tlie vicinity of the 
Milburn bouse was astir with prepara- 
tions. Long platoons of police ofRcers. 
mounted and on foot, arrived at (he 
grounds, and were posted In details 
along the streets api)r<'aehing th^' 
house, Major General John R. Brooke, 
department commander of the east, 
who was personally in command of all 
the forces participating in the escort, 
arrlTed at lo o'clock. 

President Arrives. 
At 10:80 o'clock the military and 

naval detaehmonts took temporary 
station on West Ferry street, immedi- 
ately around the corner from the Mil- 
burn bouse. The naval cotingent was 
fittingly represented In all branches. 
Meantii^e members of the cabinet, of- 
flcials high In the government service? 
and near friends of th? martyred pres- 
ident began to fill the walks leading 
up to the entrance of the Milburn resi- 
dence, and with bowed heads they en- 
tered the house. It was just eight 
ninutes after the opening of the serv- 
ice when a covered barouche drove up 
to the h()i:se brintciiig President 
Roosevelt and^Mr. and Mrs. Wilcox, at 
whose home he is a guest. The presi- 
dent looked grave as be alighted and 
turned to assist Mrs. Wilcox from the 
carriage. His face did not relax Into 
a smile to the salutations of those 
nearest the carriages, but he acknowl- 
edged the greetings silently and with 
an inclination of the head. Word 
passed up the well filled walk that the 
president hutl arrived, and tliose wait 
ing to gain entrance fell buc k. makiPK 
a narrow lane through which Mr. 
Rooserelt passed along to the bouse. 

As the president passed within the 
house and the services were about (o 
begin the long line of soldiers and 
Btllors swung in columns of fours Into 
Delaware avenue and formed in bat 
talloa front along the beautiful thor- 
oughfftre opposite the house and im- 
mediately facing it. On the extreme 
left were the regulars, on the right 
the sailors and murines. In the cenfT 
the national guardsmen. They stood 
at parade rest, with colort lowered, 
each flag wound about Ita staff and 
bound with crepe. The front of the 
bouse and the lawns had been cleared 
by this time and the sweep of the av- 
enue was now deserted save for 
the rigid, motionless ranks across 
from the houso. 

The service had already begun 
when there was a clatter of hoofs 
d(jwn the avenue, and four high step- 
ping black horses cama into view 
drawing the hearse which was to bear 
the casket of the dead president. 11 
was a heavy vehicle, without plumes 
or any trappings to relieve the dead 
black. The beerse halted at the cor- 
ner to await tho eoneluslon ot the 
•ervlcea. 

With the Dead. 

Outside the house there was a half 
hour of silence and waiting Within 
the house of death was woe unspeak- 
able. In the drawing room to the 
right of the hall, as President Roose- 
velt entered, the dead chieftain was 
stretched upon his bier. His head 
was to the riBing sun. On his face 
was written the story of the Christian 
forbearance with which he had met 
his martyrdom. Only the thinness of 
his face bore mute testimony to the 
patient sufleriBg be bad endured. He 
was dressed as he alwaya was In life. 
The black frock cpht was buttons^ 



Rcross the breast where the first bul 

let of the assassin had Ptritck. The 
blci k string tie below the standing 
collar showed the trltiiiKl'' of white 

Shirt front. The .right band lay at his 
side. The Mt waa aeroM his body. 
He looked as millions of his country- 
men nave seen him, save for one 
thing. The little badge of the loyal 
legion, the only decoration he ever 
wore, was missing. And those who re- 
marked it spoke of it, and after the 
body was taken to the city hall the 
little badge which he prised through 
life was placed again where it bad 
always boon. 

The body Jay In a black casket on a 
black IjHar.skin rug. Over the lower 
limbs was flung the starry banner he 
had loved to welL Tho flowers wore 

few as befitted the simple nature oi 
the man. Two sentries, one trom the 
sea and one from the land guarded the 

remains. The family bad taken leave 
of their loved 6ne before the others 
arrived. Mrs. McKlnley, the poor 
grlef-< rushed widow, had been led into 
the ehauilier by her physician. Dr. 
Hlxey. and had sat a while alone with 
him who had supported and comforted 
her through all their years of wedded 
life. But though her support was gone 
she had not broken down. Dry-eyed 
fli« gd/.ed upon him and fondled his 
face. She did not seem to realize that 
he was dead. Then she was led away 
by Dr. Rlxey, and took up her position 
at the head of the stain where she 
could hear the services. 

The relatlv'>s, friends and public as- 
sociates of the dead president all had 
opportunity to view the remains be- 
fore the service began. The members 
of the cabinet had uken their leav.^ 
before the others arrived. They re- 
mained seated beside their dead chief 
wbile the sad prooessloa viewed the 
body. 

Senator Hanna, who had fairly wor- 
shipped his dead friend for years, en- 
tered the room at this time, but did 
not approach the casket. His face was 
set like an Iron willed man who would 
not let down the barriers of his grief. 
The senator spoke to no one. His 
eyes were vacant. He passed through 
the throng and seated himself behind 
Oovernor Odell, sinking far down Into 
his chair and resting bis bead upon 
his hand. During all the service that 
teUowed he did not stir. 

Funeral Serviees. 
Just before 11 o'clock President 
Roosevelt entered, coming into the 
room from the rear through tlie li- 
brary. Alter pasBlng Into the hail he 
had made his way around through the 
sitting room behind into the library. 
There was ai^ instantaneous movement 
in the room as the president appeared. 
Every one rose and all eyes were turn- 
ed toward the president. He moved 
forwanl again with the tide of the 
procession to his place at the head of 
the line of cabinet ofllcers. When be 
reached the head oC the line of cabinet 
officers he faced the casket Long be 
gazed, standing Immovable save for a 
twitching of the muscles of the chin 
aa he labored, with heavy breath, to 
repress his emotion. 

Before Rev. Charles Bdward Locke, 
of the Delaware avenue Methodist 
Episcopal church, began the service, 
the signal was given and there welled 
out from the hall the beautiful words 
of "Lead, Kindly Light," uxinn by a 
quartet. It was President .McKinley S 
favorite hymn. When the singing 

ended the clergyman read from the 
word of the 15th chapter of the First 
Corinthians. All had risen as he be- 
gan and remained standing through- 
out the remainder of the service. 
Again the voices rose with the words 
of "Nearer, .My God, to Thee," the very 
words President MoKlnley had re- 
peated at Interralii of ooDseloushess 
during ths day of agony before be 
died. As the music died away the 
pastor spoke again. "Let us pray." he 
said, and every bead fell upon it^ 
breast He began his Invocation with 
a stanxa from a hyma sung In the 
Methodise chwob. Hla frayer was a 
fervent one. 

All present joined In the Lord's 
prayer as the minister repeated it. 
President's Roosevelt's voice being 
andlbto at the badi o( the room. The

about to step forward to place the 
cover on the casket when suddenly 
there was a movement behind Oover- 
nor OdoU. Senator Hanna. who bad 
risen, saw that the last opportunity to 
look into the countenance of his dead 
friend bad come. Pressing forward, 
in an instant he was at the side of the 
eashot had bonding over and looking 
dowa Into it Almoat two mlaates 
passed and thoa ho turned away and 
the eofla was closed. 

Colonel Bingham signalled the body 
bearers. Four sailors, two Infantry 
sergeants and two artillery sergeants 
bore the oaaket aloft and out of the 
house. The president eablaot aad 
others followed It. Mrs. McKlnley 
and the members of the family re- 
malBod. The widow had passed 
through the ordeal bravely aad with- 
out breaking down. It was witkia a 
minute or two of 11:30 o'clock when 
three rolls of a muflled drum told 
tkoat •tttaldo.thii ^ouso tho faaorpU 



cortege was about to appear. At the 
moment the casket appeared, "Nearer, 
My Ood, to Thee," ascended In sub 
dued strains from one of tho military 
bands. Tenderly the liearers lowered 
the casket from the!r shoulders and 
placed it in the hearse. The notes Of 
Chopin's funeral dirge succeeded the 
strains ot the hymn. The soldiers 
and sailors swung int.) lone; columns 
aad.. took up the mardi southward to- 
ward the ciiy !.all 

At the City Hall. 
The casket was lifted from the 
hearse to the should< rs of the sailors 
and marines and was borne into Buf- 
falo's ofRciri! (if!me. Outside there 
was not a man. so far as could he 
seen, wbo did not stand defying the 
elements, with bat removed, respect- 
ing his dead president. Guarding the 
body were a ser.eeant of artillery at 
the head, a marine at the fool; to on< 
side was a sergeant of infantry, to tin 
other another marine. The casket 
was immediately opened Its full 
length. An American flai; was thrown 
across the foot of thu car-k'>t. und rest- 
ing against it were wreaths of roses. 

At 12. J.') o'clock exactly the polire 
were notified that the body could be 
viewed by the people. A minute later 
and the first of the large line came 
th;-mizh tho doors. Solomn visaged, 
in silence they moved past the bier to 
view the face of the president. Old 
men and weak women and strong men. 
children, leauers ot men and laborers, 
all these classes were represented In 
the throng that filed past. All day and 
evening the people came, 7.000 p' l- 
sons per hour passing the bier. 

A death mask of the president's 
face was made Sunday evening. The 
mask was taken by Bduard L. A. 
Pausch of Hartford. Conn. Paiiseh 
has modeled the features of many of 
the distinguished men who have die i 
In this country in recent years. The 
mask is a faithful reproduction of the 
late President's McKlnley's features. 

Roosevelt Takes the Oath. 
The oath of office was administered 
to President Roosevelt at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Wilcox, with whom he 

stopped while here. The oath was ad- 
ministered by United States Lustrict 
Judge John R. Hazel at :<:35 in the 
piesence of five cabinet otBcers, Root, 
i^itchcock. Long, Wilson and smith. 
Senator Depew, Mr. and Mrs Wilcox. 
Secretary Cortelyou, Wiliam Loeb. Jr.. 
the secretary to President Roosevelt, 
and a number of others. 

Before taking the oath Mr. Roose- 
velt said: "I shall Uke the oath >.t 
once in acordance with your request 
and In this hour of dt-ep and terrible 
national bereavement, 1 wish to state 
that it shall be my aim to (outinue 
absolutely unbroken the policy of 
President McKlnley for the peace and 
prosperity aad honor ot our beloved 
country." 

Cortelyou Temporary Secretary. 

Buffalo, Sept. 16.— President Roose- 
velt passed a very quiet Sunday at the 
Wilcox house, arranging to attend the 
funeral o( the late president His 
secretary, Mr. Loeb, and bis assist- 
ants, were, however, kept busy open* 
ing telegrams and mall and classifying 
them. Piled up on the oak table in 
the sitting room of the house wcie at 
bast telefjranis and letters, all of 
them expressing regret at the sad oc 
currence of the late president and a^ 
surance ot confidence and support to 
the new 'president. The only an 
nouncemont the president had to 
make was that .Mr ('<iif"iyuu. the sec- 
retary of President McKinley. would 
for the preaeut act In ihat capacity 
for him because of his knowledge ot 
the condition of affairs. Mr. Cortelyou 
confirmed the statement.

Buffalo. Sept. 16.— William McKlri- 
ley. :;:.th pr( sident of the United 
States, died at 2:16 o'clock Saturday 
morning from the effect of an assass- 
in's bullet. 

The (bath of President McKlnley 
came In the small hours of the morn 
ing under circumstances of peculiar 
weirdness. For hours be had lain un 
consciously with all hope of bis sur- 
vival abandoned. As early as 6 o'clock 
Friday nl^ht tho physicians pronounc- 
ed him a dying man, and soon th"r^-- 
after the riKois of ajipi onching death 
began to creep upon hiui. The ad- 
ministration of powerful stimulants 
was maintained until 7 o'clock, but 
with no effect It was seen that the 
' nd was ne.ir at hand and tlios'' near 
" St and dearest to the stricken pres 
i 1 nt were summoned for the ofllcea 
of the last farewell. He came out of 
a stupor about 7 o'clock, and while 
his mind was partially cb ar there oc 
curred the last endearments, the la.-t 
submission of the sufrtror to the will 
of the almighty, the last murmured 
expressions from bis dying Hps and 
the last goodbyes. la this interval of 
consciousness Mrs. McKlnley wos 
brought into the death cham!)er. The 
president luid askeil to see her. She 
came and sat beside him, held his 
hand, and heard from him his last 
words of encouragement and comfort 
Then she was led away and not again 
during his living hours did she see 
him. The pr( sident himself fully re- 
alized that his hour had come. He 
whispered feei)iy, ■•Sfun r My God to 
Thee." the words of the hymn always 
dear to his heart Then In faint ac- 
cents he murmured, "Qood bye, all. 
It is God's way. His will be done, not 
ours." With this suiilime display of 
Christian fortitude the president soun 
after lapsed into uaconsciousness. 

Was the Bullet Poisonedf 
Chicago, Sept 16.— A startling pos- 
sibility is suggested by Dr. James A. 
Lydston of this city. In commenting 
upon the death of President McKlnley 
he said that the bullet which went 
through the stomach and remained iu 
the body might have been poisoned 
The irritation that pr.>duced the in 
creaaed pulsations and temperature 
could have been caused by a poisoned 
lead ball when all other conditions 
favored recovery. 'By dipping thi' 
bullets In pus or deadly chemicals, 
the assassin may have made sure ot 
bis victim," said Dr. Lydston. 

What the Autopsy Revesled. 

Buffalo, Sept 16.— President McKln- 
ley never had one chance to recover 
from the assassin's bullet, according 

to the report of the autopsy. .N'aturf. 
doctors say, wa.s at fault, and did 
nothing to help along the work of the 
surgeons. The president died of "tox 
emia. caused by necrosis of the ti. • 
sues." That Is another way of saying 
that gangrene killed him. This couid 
not have been prevented, the diictois 
say, by any suigkul or medival liuut 
ment

King Edward's Tribute. 
London, Sept 16. — United States 
Ambassador Choate arrived at the 
embassy from Scotland Saturda.\ 
morning.

CzolgoBz's Trial. 
Buffalo, SepL 16.— Governor Odell 
announced that he had declined to 
call a special term ot the supreme 
court to try the murderer of President 
McKlaley because he believed that 
haste was not necessary. He said the 
district attorney had assured him 
that the grand Jury would Indict and 
the eaao bo on trial witioa 15 days, 
and to call a special term and get a 
jury assembled would take more than 
that. The assassin is in the Erie 
county penitentiary, whither he was 
taken Saturday alght the ofllclala out- 
witting the gathered throng by having 
Csolgoss arrayed in the garb of a 
tollcemaa.

^Tboa sl^alt not kilL' Under a govern- 
ment like oars every wrong can be rem- 
edied bv laws, and tbe laws are in tbe 
bands of tbe people themselves. Anar- 
chy can neither be excused nor tolerated 
here. The man who proposes to right a 
public wrong by taking tbe life of a bun:aa 
being makes himself an outlaw and can 
not consistently appeal to the protection 
of tile liovernnieni which he repudiates. 
He invites a rt-tnrn to a state of harharism 
in which orif inu-'t. at Ihh own ri>k, de- 
fend his own rn;hts anii avenge hia own 
■wron^fs. The punishment administered 
to the woiild-he assassin and his co-con- 
^piratore, if he has any, should he such as 
to warn all inclined to anarchy that, 
while this is an asylum for those wlio 
love liherty. it is an inhospitable place 
for those who raise their bands against 
all forms of government."

Be- 
tween election boards without minority 
representation and tho»e with bogus mi- 
oority inspectors there would be little 
to choose, since in either case there 
would be no safeguard whatever against 
fraud. From the revelations growing out 
of ex-Governor I'attison's tour there 
would seem to be little or no check upon 
•lection frauds in at least one>half tbe

Dr. Mann paused with the keen knife 
in his hand. Tboro was a lamp In bis 
throat. 

"For Thine is the kingdom and the 
power and the glory." 

The eyelids fluttered faintly, beads of 
cold sweat stood on the bloodless brow- 
there was silence. Than science succeed- 
ed prayer. If there is a nobler scene in 
the history of Christian statesmen and 
rulers than this T liRve not heard of it.
